Sir, — T  have  the  honour  to  la}'  before  you  the  several  statements  comprising  the 
Report  of  the  Post  Office  Department  of  Canada  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903. 

The  total  net  revenue  of  the  Post  Office  from  all  source*,  excluding  that  from  the 
Yukon  and  Atlin  Districts,  shows  an  excess  over  the  previous  year  of  $478,001.65,  and 
the  total  gross  revenue  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  !j523,339.  The 
expenditure  of  the  Department,  excluding  that  of  the  Yukon  and  Atlin  Districts, 
exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  887,842.68.

X.B.— The  loss  of  revenue  in  1899  and  subsequently  was  caused  by  the  reduction  in  the  Imperial  letter 
rat.-  from  5  cents  to  2  cents,  which  went  into  effect  on  the  25th  of  December,  1898,  and  by  the  reduction  in 
the  domestic  letter  rates  and  in  the  letter  rate  from  Canada  to  tha  United  States,  which  went  into  effect 
one  week  later,  namely  on  the  first  of  January,  1899. 


The  Department,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  Inter-Imperial  Con- 
ference in  1902  on  the  motion  of  the  Postmaster  General  of  Canada  in  favour  of  the 
freer  circulation*  of  Imperial  and  Colonial  newspapers  within  the  Empire,  put  itself  in 
communication  with  the  Departments  of  Great  Britain  and  of  the  several  Colonies  with 
a  view  to  obtaining  their  consent  to  allowing  Canadian  newspapers  to  be  sent  from  the

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Post  Offices  of  Canada  to  those  places  at  the  same  rate  as  these  papers  are  now  sent 
between  offices  in  Canada,  and  the  result  has  been  very  gratifying.  Canadian  news- 
papers may  now  be  sent  to  Great  Britain  and  to  the  following  Colonies  at  the  same 
rates  as  between  any  two  places  in  Canada  : — 

Bahamas,  Barbados,  Bermuda,  British  Honduras,  British  North  Borneo,  Ceylon, 
Cyprus,  Falkland  Islands,  Gambia,  Hong  Kong,  Leeward  Islands  (including  Antigua, 
iVc. ).  Newfoundland,  Xew  Zealand,  Sarawak,  Sierra  Leone,  Transvaal,  Turk's  Islands 
and  Zanzibar. 

The  Imperial  Penny  Postage  Scheme  has  been  further  extended  by  the  Australian 
Government  having  consented  to  permit  letters  from  within  the  Empire  to  be  forwarded 
to  that  country  at  the  Inter-Imperial  rate  of  two  cents  per  half  ounce.  Canada  has 
availed  herself  of  the  privilege,  and  now  letters  may  be  sent  from  Canada  to  any  part  of 
the  Empire  at  the  Inter-Imperial  rate. 

The  Act  fixing  the  rates  on  newspapers  and  periodicals  from  the  office  of  publica 
tion  and  addressed  to  regular  subscribers  has  been  amended  by  a  provision  to  the  effect, 
that  where  the  distance  in  Canada  which  such  newspapers  and  periodicals  are  required 
to  be  transmitted  does  not  exceed  three  hundred  miles  from  the  place  of  publication, 
and  such  newspapers  and  periodicals  (the  distance  for  the  transmission  of  which  is  limited 
as  aforesaid)  are  not  to  be  delivered  in  Canada  under  the  free  letter  carrier  delivery 
system,  the  rate  mentioned  in  the  Act  (^  cent  per  pound)  shall  be  reduced  to  one  quarter 
of  one  cent  for  each  pound  or  fraction  of  a  pound. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  posting  and  despatch  of  printed  matter,  such  as  circulars 
and  catalogues  mailed  in  large  quantities  at  City  Post  Offices  for  delivery  at  places 
within  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  an  arrangement  has  been  made  whereby,  under  certain 
conditions  and  regulations,  the  prepayment  of  postage  on  such  matter  may  be  effected 
in  cash  (instead  of  by  postage  stamps). 

The  Postal  Note  System,  which  was  instituted  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
public  with  a  cheap  and  convenient  method  of  forwarding  small  sums  of  money,  has 
steadily  grown  in  public  favour,  so  much  so,  that  the  Department  felt  warranted  in  adding 
the  additional  note  of  the  denomination  of  ten  dollars  which  is  now  being  supplied  to 
the  public. 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  United  States  and  Newfoundland  for  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  former  system  of  sending  money  orders  to  these  countries  has  proven  a  very 
great  success.  LTnder  the  old  system  a  money  order  issued  in  Canada  on  either  of  the 
above  mentioned  countries,  or  vice-versa,  had  to  be  advised  through  an  exchange  office, 
which  often  led  to  delay  and  inconvenience  to  the  people  concerned. 

Under  the  new  system  a  money  order  issued  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  countries 
is  payable  at  once  on  being  forwarded  to  a  money  order  office  in  the  other.  By  tlii> 
system  over  thirty  thousand  offices  in  the  United  States  have  been  added  to  the  list  of 
money  order  offices  on  which  money  orders  may  be  drawn  by  Canadian  offices. 

Negotiations  have  been  entered  into  with  Bermuda,  Barbados,  Jamaica,  The 
Leeward  Islands,  Trinidad,  Tobago  and  British  Guiana  for  an  extension  of  this  svstem. 
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This  statement  shows,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  192  in 
the  number  of  post  offices,  and  of  22,163,000  in  the  number  of  letters.  The  increase  in 
the  number  of  letters  was  10^%. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  registered  letters  was  9-9/,  and  of  registered 
packets  and  merchandise  10%  over  the  previous  year.

POSTAGE  STAMPS. 
The  stamp  issue  of  the  fiscal  year  under  review  shows  a  large  increase  over  that  of 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  as  will  be  observed  on  reference  to  the  tabulated  statements 
in  Appendix  J.  A  comparison  as  respects  the  value  of  the  issue  represents  a  growth  of 
nearly  14  per  cent,  the  value  for  1901-02  having  been  $1,662,354.35  whilst  that 
during  1902  -03  was  $5,305,452 . 70,  an  increase  of  $643,098 . 35.    The  number  of  pieces 
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issued  w  as  iMM.ltifi.17i>.  which,  c  >mpared  with  the  previous  fiscal  year,  shows  an  increase 
of  27,093,029  pieces  (or  10i  per  cent).  The  number  of  licensed  stamp  vendors  in  the 
Dominion  on  June  30,  1903,  was  1,349,  being  an  increase  of  44  over  the  preceding  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  a  new  series  of  postage  stamps,  bearing  the 
portrait  of  His  Majesty  King  Edward  VII.,  and  comprising  five  denominations  (la,  2a, 
5a,  7c.  and  10c),  was  supplied  to  Postmasters  so  as  to  be  on  sale  throughout  the  Dom- 
inion on  July  1,  1903. 

POSTAL  NOTES. 

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1902,  the  number  of  paid  notes  was  1,012,091  and 
their  aggregate  value  81,702,469.85,  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  the  number 
of  paid  notes  was  1,196,563,  and  the  aggregate  value  82,046,094 . 54,  an  increase  of 
184,472  in  the  number  of  transactions  and  of  8343,624.69  in  the  amount  of  money 
transmitted. 

The  total  number  of  offices  at  which  postal  note  business  could  be  transacted  was 
6,184  on  June  30,  1903,  an  increase  of  1,183  over  the  number  in  operation  on  June  30, 
1 902.

MONEY  ORDER  TRANSACTIONS. 

The  total  number  of  Orders  issued  during  the  year  was  1.668,705,  being  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  222,576.  The  aggregate  value  w  as  826.868.202.38, 
showing  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $3,318,800.31. 

Of  the  Orders  issued  during  the  year  1,167.SS3  with  a  value  of  820.761,077.94, 
were  payable  within  the  Dominion,  and  500,822  with  a  value  of  86.107,1 24.44  were 
payable  abroad.  Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  in  number  of 
135,466,  and  in  value  of  81.338,043.37  in  the  former  class,  and  an  increase  of  87,1 10 
in  number,  and  of  $980,756  in  value  in  the  latter  class. 
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The  number  of  Orders  issued  abroad  and  payable  in  Canada  was  319,731,  with  an 
aggregate  value  of  $4,604,527.95,  being  an  increase  of  60,526  in  number  and  $1,028,- 
724.95  in  amount. 

The  number  of  Orders  issued  in  Canada  on  the  United  States  was  344,665,  and 
the  value  $3,682,312.43,  an  increase  of  58,486  in  number  and  $509,001.76  in  amount. 

The  number  of  Orders  issued  in  the  United  States  on  Canada  was  270,779,  and 
the  value  $3,783,945.47,  an  increase  of  56,182  in  number  and  $917,761.99  in  amount. 

The  new  system  of  direct  exchange  with  Newfoundland  is  working  smoothly,  and 
the  business  shows  a  substantial  increase.    See  appendix  C  for  details. 

The  British  Department  has  not  yet  consented  to  the  direct  exchange  of  Orders 
without  the  intervention  of  Exchange  Offices. 

The  satisfactory  working  of  the  new  system  of  exchange  with  the  United  States 
and  Newfoundland  induced  the  Department  to  make  similar  suggestions  to  Bermuda, 
Barbados,  Jamaica,  the  Leeward  Islands,  Trinidad  and  Tobago  and  British  Guiana,  and 
it  is  expected  that  replies  will  be  received  at  an  early  date. 

During  the  year  Conventions  for  the  exchange  of  Money  Orders  through  the 
intermediary  agency  of  Exchange  Offices  were  concluded  with  Norway,  Trinidad  and 
Tobago,  The  Transvaal  and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  negotiations  were  entered  into 
with  Austria,  Hungary  and  Sweden. 

The  average  value  of  the  Money  Orders  issued  during  the  year  was  $16.10,  and 
the  average  commission  received  from  the  public  9-285  cents. 

The  total  receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to  $164,712.02,  and  the  total  expen- 
diture including  the  salaries  of  the  inside  service  at  Ottawa,  was  $156,093.18, — leaving 
an  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditure  of  $8,618.84  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Department.

The  gross  sum  received  from  the  public  for  commissions  on  the  1,668,705  money 
orders  issued  during  the  past  year  was  81 5-1,946.6-1,  being  821,840.26  in  excess  of  the 
sum  received  from  the  same  source  during  the  previous  year.  The  sum  of  863,954.31 
was  allowed  to  postmasters  of  other  than  city  offices  for  their  share  of  commission,  which 
was  89,572.77  in  excess  of  their  allowances  for  the  year  1901-1902. 

1,167,883  of  the  money  orders  issued  during  the  year,  amounting  to  820,761,077.94 
were  payable  within  the  Dominion,  showing,  in  comparison  with  1901-1902,  an  increase

The  aggregate  balance  to  the  credit  of  depositors  on  June  30,  1903  was  $>44,255,- 

326.93,  or  an  increase  of  $1,935,117.02  :  the  average  to  the  credit  of  each  depositor 
being  8264.96,  as  against  $260.01  on  June  30,  1902. 

The  number  of  accounts  opened  during  the  year  was  39,786  and  the  number  closed 
was  35,524,  leaving  the  number  open  at  the  close  of  the  year  167,023,  or  an  increase  of 
4,262. 

The  deposits  were  231,619  in  number,  an  increase  of  1 1,941  over  the  preceding 
year  and  amounted  to  812,060,825,  an  increase  of  $678,790.  The  average  amount  of 
each  deposit  was  $52.07  as  against  $51.81  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  repayments  numbered  104,393,  a  decrease  of  1,553,  with  a  total  of  811,379,- 

756.94,  being  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  8762,686.44.  The  average  amount 
of  each  withdrawal  was  $109.01  as  against  8100.21. 

The  interest  paid  to  depositors  during  the  year  was  879,023,41,  and  the  interest 
made  principal  on  June  30,  1903  was  $1,175,025.55,  making  a  total  of  $1,254,048.96. 

The  number  of  offices  receiving  deposits  increased  from  915  to  934. 

The  claims  to  moneys  of  deceased  depositors  which  were  examined  and  paid  during 
the  year  were  1,310  as  compared  with  1,158  for  the  previous  year. 

Annexed  is  a  tabular  statement  of  the  annual  operations  of  the  Post  Office  Savings 
Bank  since  its  organization  in  April,  1868.
